Charges are frequently made that pres­ 
ent day y o ungsters are gro wing up o n a 
diet o f hamburgers and so ft drinks, that 
they do no t eat the right kinds o f fo o d and 
shun a balanced diet, which sho uld include 
leafy v egetables and citrus fruit. Also , they 
do no t drink sufficient milk. 
One nutritio nist claims the fo o d habits 
o f the high scho o l cro wd are the wo rst o f 
all. 
These charges can hardly be as alarming 
as they so und. Fro m Washingto n co mes a

o f y o uth. It is rev ealed to day ’s children 
fro m nine to 15 y ears o f age are sev eral 
inches taller and weigh 20 to 30 po unds 
mo re than did tho se o f prev io us genera­ 
tio ns. 
Apparently J unio r and his kid sister are 
thriv ing o n the diet they hav e ado pted. 
Nature has equipped gro wing y o ungsters 
with persistent appetites. They hav e mo n­ 
ey to spend. They succumb to hamburgers 
because they are av ailable. Perhaps dinner 
is late because mo ther has been to a bridge 
game. 
If J unio r do esn’t go in fo r spinach, this 
sho uld no t cause undue alarm. Many go o d 
men grew up o n ho g and ho miny in earlier 
generatio ns. 


Go Slow 


British ex plo rers plan to fire ex plo siv e 
charges acro ss Antarctica to learn the 
depths o f the ice cap aro und the So uth 
Po le. It is presumed to be 8.000 to 9,000 feet 
thick and may be 5,000 y ears o ld. 
The British are much co ncerned abo ut 
Russia and the United States ex plo ding H- 
bo mbs ex perimentally and spieading radio ­ 
activ e dust all o v er the wo rld. Scientists are 
debating whether this dust will hav e lo ng 
range effects o n human health. 
That ice cap co uld beco me just as wo rri­ 
so me in a different way . There is a theo ry , 
perhaps fantastic, that the Antarctic ice 
cap is heav ier than the Arctic ice cap.

We hav e just co mpleted a ro undup o f the 
J anuary weather statistics and the figures 
we hav e co mpiled impel us to urge that they 
giv e that mo nth back to the Indians. 
Yes, fo lks, J anuary 1955 had the co ldest 
av erage o r mean, temperature o f any J an­ 
uary since we hav e been keeping weather 
reco rds fo r this paper — and that takes in 
the last sev en y ears. The mean temperature 
was 26 .8 degrees o r 1.9 degrees belo w no r­ 
mal fo r this sectio n. It was the first time in 
sev en y ears that J anuary temperatures had 
been belo w no rmal. 
There were fo ur 24 -ho ur o bserv atio n per­ 
io ds when readings o f zero o r belo w were 
reco rded. In the six preceding J anuary s in 
o ur reco rd bo o k, there had been o nly o ne 
zero reading and that was o n the last day 
o f the mo nth in 194 9. 
The mean temperature o f 26 .8 degrees 
co mpared to 30.5 degrees a y ear ago , 32.5 
in bo th 1953 and 1952 and 29.5 in 1951. In 
1950 the mean was a mild 38 degrees and it 
was 34 .5 in 194 9. So y o u see that it was 
quite co ld last mo nth. 
The temperature range was fro m 6 0 
abo v e to 8 belo w and that is quite a spread. 
Sno w to taled 6 .3 inches and it co v ered the 
gro und o n all but IO day s. It was belo w 
freezing o n 26 day s. Precipitatio n was be­ 
lo w no rmal at 2.6 3 inches against a no rmal

Kno wland, who has repeatedly called fo r a blo ck­ 
ade o f the China co ast, suppo rted the reso lutio n. But 
uniy o n Fo rmo sa po licy no w, will almo st certain­ 
ly disso lve if, fo r instance. Kno wland thinks Eisen­ 
ho wer uses this reso lutio n to make co ncessio ns to 
the Reds, instead o f stiff-arming them

The reso lutio n say s Eisenho wer can take actio n 
to defend o ther areas aro und Fo rmo sa, no w held by 
Chiang Kai-shek Or, since the reso lutio n say s no th­ 
ing to the co ntrary , Eisenho wer co uld let the Reds 
have tho se o ther areas witho ut a fight fro m this 
co untry . 
Eisenho wer was quizzed clo sely at his news co n­ 
ference Wednesday abo ut his intentio ns o n defending 
Chiang’s islands near the China mainland. He de­ 
clined to be any mo re specific than the reso lutio n 
There has alway s been a co nstitutio nal questio n, 
go ing back to the Republic’s beginning, abo ut this: 
The Co nstitutio n say s o nly Co ngress can declare 
war. But can a president actually get the co untry 
into war, thus making the actual > declaratio n by 
Co ngress o nly a reco gnitio n o f an acco mplished fact? 
Presumably a president co uld, by so me actio n o f 
his, plunge the co untry into war. Co ngress has been 
a cheek o n any president’s warmaking inclinatio ns. 
The reaso n: Co ngress co uld refuse to back up a 
president with a declaratio n o f war after he had 
started o ne Ifs alway s been a thin line. The pro b­ 
lem has beco me mo re acute in the ato mic age when, 
to save the co untry , the President might have to 
act befo re Co ngress had time to appro ve.

SOUTH BEND, In d. — So u th 
Bend claims it is the mint capital 
of the nation, but the glamorous 
ju lep h as little to do with 
it. 
Drug store products take most 
of the crop from 10.000 acres of 
mucklands in a 6 5-mile radius of 
the city . Some goes to bartenders 
who don’t hav e time to fret about 
connoisseurs’ 
arguments 
about 
crushing or not crushing 
mint 
leav es in a julep. 
Peppermint is the king of the 
mint family , but farmers here grow 
less of it ev ery y ear. 
The area 
now’ takes second place in that 
category to irrigated land in Ore­ 
gon and Washington. But acreage 
of spearmint, the common, garden 
v ariety , is increasing rapidly and 
6 0 per cent of the nation’s supply 
comes from local farms. Most of 
it goes into chewing gum, tooth­ 
paste or medicine. 
“ Mint farming is an art,” say s 
Kenneth G. Merrill, an equipment 
maker. “ It inv olv es some of the 
most fantastic special farm ma­ 
chinery y ou hav e ev er dreamed 
of — great spray ing machines 40 
feet wide, special tractors with 
wheels IO feet high, special sprink­ 
ling equipment that cov ers a thou­ 
sand feet at a whack.” 
Fertilizer, Merrill said, has to 
y e applied “ in astronomical quan­ 
tities that would make a wheat 
farmer turn pale.” 
Distilling plants are built with­ 
out walls, so the oil fumes won’t 
ov ercome 
the 
workers. 
Recent 
improv ements in distilling equip­ 
ment hav e reduced the labor cost. 
A new’ machine chops the cut mint 
and blows it through a pipe into 
a special steel wagon, where it is 
distilled on the spot. 
The South Bend peppermint is 
still considered “ mint gold,” bring­ 
ing top price of $6 a pound, $1 
more than the west coast product. 
Last y ear, this area produced 
only 248 .000 pounds of the 1.146 ,000 
pounds of peppermint used in the 
United States, reflecting the de­ 
cline of the harv est here in the 
past 15 y ears. 
While 
spearmint 
brings 
only 
53 50 a pound, its y ields are heav ­ 
ier 
than 
peppermint, 
and 
ifs 
cheaper to grow and harv est. 
Mint ex perts say the Indiana 
mint is best because it doesn't 
bloom in this area. They say the 
western mint suffers in quality be­ 
cause 
the 
blossoms 
produce 
a 
chemical that harms the delicate 
oils produced in the plant. 
While the mint is maturing in 
the rich ground, a combination of 
natural forces causes the oil to 
rise from the roots to the top of 
the plant, where it is trapped if 
harv esting comes at the proper 
time.

midity are kept at constant lev els. 
Antiseptic rats, produced by J ohn 
M. Rolfmey er, are used as liv ing 
test tubes by scientists. 
“ A rat in three weeks completes 
the cy cle which takes a human an 
entire 
y ear,” 
Rolfmey er 
say s. 
“ Their reactions to many foods and 
drugs are similar to those in man ” 
Visitors to Rolfmey er’s rat ranch 
doff their coats and dip their shoes 
in antiseptic water before enter­ 
ing. These measures will be tight­ 
ened after he enlarges the build­ 
ing to increase his 1.000-rat herd 
15-fold. Then workers will bathe 
and sterilize clothing before en­ 
tering. 
Attendants speak softly to the 
colony rats because a loud or raspy 
v oice might ex cite rats into kill­ 
ing their y oung.
